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Congressman Flake Decries Increase in 
Government Spending 

Fiscal Year 2003 Discretionary Spending Up By 12.5%   
 
Mesa, Arizona - Arizona Congressman Jeff Flake, who represents the state’s Sixth 
District, today hoped that new numbers showing a 12.5 percent rise in federal 
discretionary spending for fiscal year 2003 would serve as a wake up call to his 
Republican colleagues in Congress.
